BREAD  GRAINS 

Summary  of  recent  "bread  grain  information 

No  new  fig-ores  on  world  wheat  acreage  or  production  were  received 
during  the  week.     See  page  747  of  last  week's  issue  for  the  most  recent 
summary  of  production  data.     Total  seedings  of  all  spring  crops,  includ- 
ing wheat,  in  Russia  on  June  15  were  224,008,000  acres  compared  with 
227,238,000  acres  seeded  to  the  same  date  in  1932  and  229,803,000  acres 
in  1931,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Agricultural  Attache  L.  V. 
Steere  at  Berlin.    About  14  percent  of  the  total  acreage  was  cleared  of 
weeds  by  June  10  with  progress  in  this  work  best  in  the  North  Caucasus 
region  where  47  percent  was  cleared.    Reports  indicate  a  second  clearing 
may  be  necessary.    Ho  estimate  of  the  area  seeded  to  wheat  alone  is  yet 
available.     See  page  16  for  seeding  record  to  date. 

Crop  ipros'oects  in  Germany  are  good  and  average  yields  are  exoectod 
except  on  some  light  soils.     Recent  rains  were  favorable  but  more  are  un- 
desirable.    Deterioration  of  crops  due  to  dryness  is  prevalent  in  Finland, 
Denmark,  Sweden,  Estonia,  and  Poland.    According  to  reports  from  reliable 
trade  sources,  the  wheat  crop  in  France  is  developing  under  satisfactory 
weather  conditions  in  practically  all  growing  regions  with  some  lodging 
reported  in  southern  areas.     The  crop  is  thin  in  some  sections  but  the 
continued  favorable  weather  is  expected  to  remedy  this  situation.  Further- 
more, in  these  sections  the  large  stocks  on  hand  will  undoubtedly  more  than 
offset  the  eventual  decrease  in  the  yield  per  acre.     Some  agricultural  ex- 
perts estimate  that  the  carry-over  of  wheat  on  July  1,  1933  will  amount  to 
approximately  73,000,000  bushels.    Accurate  statistics  are  not  available, 
but  the  persistent  weakness  of  the  wheat  market  until  very  recently  tends 
to  confirm  a  large  carry-over. 

Continental  European  wheat  markets  continued  quiet  during  the  week 
ended  June  21,  Mr.  Steere  reports.    The  business  on  the  Austrian  market 
was  limited  except  for  Hungarian  wheat.     Following  a  decline,  prices  were 
firmer  in  France  due  to  reduction  of  offers,  price  supporting  projects  and 
weather  conditions.     The  German  market  was  weak. 

World  wheat  shipments  were  somewhat  smaller  for  the  week  ended  June 
17  than  earlier  in  the  month.    Canadian  and  Australian  figures  were  the  only 
ones  of  importance  to  indicate  an  increase.    Total  world  shipments  for  the 
season  to  June  17  were  about  22.5  percent  behind  those  of  last  sea,son. 
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Car.ad.ian  cron  situation  less  favorable 

Dry  weather  has  had  a  damaging  effect  on  crox>  growth  acress  the 
southern  part  of  Canada  from  eastern  Quebec  to  the  Rockies,  according  to 
a  telegram  of  June  27  from  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  at  Ottawa. 
Heavy  rainfall  has  greatly  improved  conditions  in  the  Maritime  Provinces 
but  drought  prevails  throughout  the  province  of  Quebec  except  the  north- 
western counties,  with  growth  of  all  crops  retarded.    Ontario  report?  simi- 
lar conditions  with  late  sown  crops  particularly  affected.    In  the  prairie 
provinces  farmers  are  encountering  damage  from  heat,  hail,  insects  and  dis- 
ease.    Grasshoppers  are  becoming  migratory  and  seriously  threaten  the  crops 
over  large  southern  areas  of  the  three  Prairie  provinces.    During  the  roek 
ended  June  27  there  were  good  rains  in  the  northern  and  central  districts 
of  these  provinces  which  either  maintained  or  improved  prospects  but  fur- 
ther general  precipitation  is  necessary."   Roo trot  accentuated  the  damage 
from  drought  in  Saskatchewan. 

Australian  wheat  situation 

Wheat  sowing  in  Australia  is  almost  completed  with  crop  conditions 
generally  satisfactory,  according  to  cabled  information  from  the  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome.    Rains,  however,  are  needed  in  some  parts 
of  the  State  of  Uew  South  ~ales.    A  much  smaller  percentage  of  the  wheat  acre- 
age in  Australia  than  usual  was  seeded  during  April  and  May  and  the  average 
date  of  drilling  will  likely  be  15  to  30  days  later  than  normal  in  most  dis- 
tricts, according  to  a  recent  report  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Parbon 
at  Sydney.     In  practically  all  of  the  wheat  districts  April  rains  were  in- 
sufficient to  produce  esrly  germination  of  weeds  on  fallow  land  in  order  that 
they  could  be  destroyed  before  seeding  time* 

Even  though  there  was  insufficient  moisture  and  seed  beds  were  dry, 
some  seeding  was  carried  on  in  late  April  and  early  May  in  the  hope  that 
rains  would  come  soon  enough  and  in  sufficient  quantities  to  insure  good 
germination  and  satisfactory  growth.    Rains  did  fall  in  most  districts  in 
May  and  by  the  close  of  the  month  it  seemed  moisture  conditions  would  not 
cause  a  reduction  in  the  intended  acreage.    Mr.  Paxton  points  out  that  some 
of  the  best  crops  produced  in  Australia  were  seeded  largely  during  the  month 
of  June  but  this  average  late  iate  of  seeding  is  considered  dangerous.  Un- 
less the  winter  months  bring  ample  moisture  following  the  late  seeding,  it 
is  conceded  that  wheat  sown  on  unf all owed  and  late  plowed  ground  has  little 
chance  of  producing  a  good  crou.    The  revised  estimate  of  wheat  production 
in  1S32-33  in  Australia  as  cabled  by  the  International  Institute  of  Agricul- 
ture is  210,000,000  bushels  compared  with  216,238,000  bushels  previously 
estimated  and  190,616,000  bushels  harvested  in  1931-32. 
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Summary  of  recent  feed  grain  information 

The  condition  of  the  winter  and  spring  barley  and  oats  crops  in 
Poland  as  of  June  5  was  reported  to  be  somewhat  below  average.    In  the 
Netherlands  the  condition  of  the  spring  barley  and  oats  as  of  June  12  was 
slightly  below  average,  "Kit  that  of  winter  barley  was  slightly  above.  In 
Switzerland  the  condition  of  all  these  grains  at  the  beginning  of  June 
was  just  about  average. 

The  weather  in  Argentina  during  June  wan  very  dry,  which  was  favor- 
able for  keeping  the  new  corn  in  good  condition  for  shipping,    During  the 
week  ended  June  24  nearly  4,000,000  bushels  were  shipped.    Since  April  1, 
when  large  quantities  of  new  corn  began  to  come  onto  the  market,  some 
46,000,000  bushels  have  been  exported  from  Argentina  compared  with  about 
89,000,000  bushels  during  the  same  period  last  year.    Por  table  showing 
feed  grain  trade  and  prices,  see  page  18. 


COTTON 

European  cotton  markets  somewhat  stronger 

Dollar  cotton  prices  at  Liverpool  were  generally  higher  on  June  23 
than  in  earlier  weeks  of  that  month.    The  whole  range  of  values  was  con- 
siderably above  that  of  a  year  ago.    See  table,  page  21.    Demand  for  actual 
cotton  showed  some  signs  of  improvement,  but  the  tone  of  the  market  was 
still  uncertain.    The  American  acreage  reduction  proposals  were  a  factor 
in  that  connection  as  were  the  proceedings  at  the  London  Conference. 
Manchester  also  reported  a  rather  more  active  spot  demand.    Inquiries  for 
cloth  have  been  increasing,  with  more  sales  to  India  and  Europe,  but  numer- 
ous offers  have  been  regarded  as  unacceptable.    Yarn  sold  more  freely,  es- 
pecially Egyptian,  with  prices  hardening.    On  the  Continent,  Bremen  reported 
a  moderate  demand,  mostly  for  strict  middling  and  middling  1  inch  and  below, 
Spinners,  however,  showed  little  interest,    Havre  had  a  more  quiet  week, 
with  spinners  buying  less  but  merchants  showing  some  interest  in  near  posi- 
tions.   The  London  Conference  was  an  important  trade  factor  making  for  un- 
certainty.   There  was  a  moderate  demand  displayed  at  Milan  for  spot  cotton.

•The  wool  sales  series  opening  July  4  had  offerings  totaling  149, ICO 
bales,  according  to  cabled  advices  of  June  27  from  Wool  Specialist  E.  E. 
Reed  at  London.    Offerings  by  sources,  in  bales,  arei    Australia,  40,500; 
New  Zealand,  83,400;  pant  a  Arenas,  21,600;  Cape,  1,000  and  mi  seel  lancous, 
2,600.    [The  sales  are  scheduled  to  close  on  July  21.    The  trade  anticipates 
sstrong  general  competition,  vath  merinos-  expected  to  bring  prices  10  to  15 

percent  and  crossbreds  15  to  20  percent  higher  than  values  at  the  close  of 
the  preceding  sales. 

--.ustralian  wool  -prospects  less  favorable 

The  cosing  1933--34  Australian  vool  clip  is  now  expected  to  show  a 
material  decline  below  the  r  .cord  total  for  1932-33,  according  to  the 
joint  estimate  of  the  Australian  wool  growers  and  brokers  cabled  by  Agri- 
cultural Commissioner  Paxtor.  at  Sydney.    The  droughty  conditions  developing 
in  certain  parts  of  the  country  since  January  1933  evidently  are  more 
serious  than  indicated  by  reports  received  heretofore.    A  cable  of  June 
20  stated  that  drought  was  particularly  severe  in  the  eastern  districts  of 
the  important  wool  state  of  Hew  South  Wales.    Brokers  expect  to  handle  only 
2,675,000  bales  in  »be  coming  season,  a  decrease  of  about  8  percent  below 
the  estimated  quantity  handled  ir.  the  1932-33  season  just  closed.    The  1932- 
33  estimate  is  based  on  receipts  into  store  for  the  11  months  ended  May  31, 
1933.    Eighty- three  percent  of  the  1933-34  clip  is    expected  to  be  iueri.no, 
lir.  Poxton  states.    That  is  approximately  the  some  percentage  as  in  the  1932- 
33  season. 

The  preliminary  official  estimate  of  the  "Jew  South  Wales  wool  clip 
for  the  season  ended  June  30,  1933  is  517,000,000  pounds,  an  increase  of 
2.7  percent  above  1931-32  and  11  percent  above  the  preceding  5-year  average. 
New  South  Wales  in  the  5-year  periou  1927-28  to  1931-32  produced  49  percent 
of  the  total  Australian  wool  clip.    Receipts  of  the  1932-33  wool  clip  at  all 
Jiustralian  selling  centers  for  the  11  months  ended  Hay  31  reached  876,000,000 
pounds  and  exceeding  corresponding  1951-32  figures  by  3.8  percent.    Stocks  at 
the  end  of  May  -.were  23  percent  below  those  of  a  year  earlier.    Exports  by 
countries  for  the  10  months  ended  April  30  amounted  to  833,000,000  pounds, 
an  increase  of  9  percent  above  corresponding  1931-32  figures.    The  percentage 
increase  in  exports  to  Japan  and  continental  countries  were:  Japan,  3;  France, 
14;  Germany  and  Austria,  39;  Fatherlands  and  Belgium,  38  and  Italy,  8.  Ex- 
ports to  the  United  Kingdom  fell  4  percent.

Heavy  increase' in  .Australian  "butter  exports 

Australian  "butter  exports,  for  the  period  July-May  1932-33,  at 
3,866,000  boxes,  were  586,000  boxes  larger  than  in  the  corresponding  1931- 
32  period,  according  to  Agricultural  Commissioner  E.  C.  Paxton  at  Sydney. 
The  heavy  supplies  at  home  and  mounting  stocks  in  Great  Britain  have  de- 
pressed prices  to  unusually  low  levels,  with  the  spread  below  prices  of 
Danish  butter  in  London  wider  than  in  earlier  seasons.    The  wider  price 
spread  is  attributed  in  part  to  a  decline  ir.  the  average  quality  of  Aus- 
tralian butter,  and  in  part  to  an  apparent  general • consumer  preference  for 
the  Danish  product*    Of  the  1932-33  exports  cited,  51.99  percent  graded 
"choicest"  against  50  percent  of  the  corresponding  1931-32  exports..  The 
reduced  quality  is  laid  to  laxness  in  factory  production  and  less  carefully 
handled  farm  products.    Several  good- seasons  expanded  dairy  production  on 
inland  farms  which  heretofore  were  not  regarded  as  adaptable  to  such  work 
in  comparison  with  coastal  farms. 

The  efforts  to  secure  an  Australian-New  Zealand  agreement  to  limit 
exports  to  Great  Britain  have  been  unsuccessful  so  far.    Indications  are 
that  the  dairy  interests  in  those  countries  can  . see  no  advantage  in  any  I 
limitation  on  the  movement  of  their  product.    Meanwhile  movements  to  extend 
the  powers  of  the  Australian  Dairy  Export  Control  Board  have  been  checked 
by  a  supreme  co\irt  decision  which  throws  into  question  the  activities  of 
that  and  most  of  the  other  Australian  commodity  control  boards.    The  deci- 
sion renders .illegal  any  act  of  an  orderly  marketing  authority  which  hampers 
the  freedom  of  interstate  traffic  guaranteed  by  the  Constitution.  Since 
most  of  the  commodity  control  boards  are  affected,  the  decision  is  apparently 
forcing  each  Australian  state  to  set  up  boards  of  control  to  cover  the  commod- 
ities concerned,  subject  to  a  certain  amount  of  Federal  coordination.  For 
butter,  it  is  proposed  to  have  each  state  enact  legislation  compelling  pro- 
ducers to  export  a"  quota  to  be  set  by  the  state  board  of  control.    The  Federal 
legislature  is  expected  also  to  enact  constitutionally  acceptable  legisla- 
tion covering  interstate  butter  shipments.    It  is  suggested  that  under  such  . 
plans,  there  would  bo  no  need  to  continue  the  Paterson  plan  of. .  butter  control, 
or  to  give  that  plan  official  sanction. 


.    UNITED  STATES  AGRI CULTURAL  EXPORTS  CONTINUE  LOT 

,Thq  volume,  of  exports  of  all  agricultural  commodities  in  May  1933 
rallied  slightly  to  reach  71,  but  was  still  below  last  year'  s  index,  according 
to  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.    The  current  figure  is  one  of  the  3 
lowest  May  indexes  since  the  record  started  in  1914.    Eliminating  cotton  ex- 
ports, the  May  1933  export  index  of  47  is  the  lowest  for  any  month  in  the 
recorded  period,  and  materially  lower  than  that  of  May  1932.

UNITED  STATES  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS  COMTIMUE  L077,  COM1'  D 

Tr.eat  and  flour  exports  reached  a  record  low  level  in  May  for  the 
period  "covered  "by  this  series.    Only  14,000  "bushels  of  wheat  were  exported 
as  grain  in  May  this  year,  against  more  than  7,000,000  bushels  a  year 
earlier,  and  there  was  an  import  balance  in  wheat  grain  of  more  than 
-1 ,000,000  .bushels.    Flour,  exports,  however,  were  about  the  same  as  a  year 
ago,  with  imports  negligible  as  usual.    For  the  period  July-May  1932-33 
total  exports  of  wheat  and  flour  in  terms  of  wheat  reached  39,505,000  bush- 
els against  127,709,000  bushels  in  the  corresponding  1931-32  period.  See 
table,  page  17. 

The  May  1933  exports  of  cotton  at  more  than  627,000  bales  of  500 
pounds  were  unusually  large  for  that  month.    There  vrere  substantial  in- 
creases in  exports  to  continental  European  countries.    A  slight  decrease 
occurred  in  exports  to  Great  Britain,  with  material  reductions  occurring 
in  exports  to  Oriental  countries.    Total  exports  for  the  period  Augast- 
May  1932-33  reached  7,525,000  bales  against  8,336,000  bales  in  the  corres- 
ponding 1931-32  period.    See  table,  page  20. 

In  -pork  products,  bacon  exports  in  May  were  the  smallest  for  that 
month  in  the  past  20  years.    Lard  exports,  while  still  small  for  post-war 
months,  were  larger  than  in  eitlier  1931  or  1930.    Leai"  tobacco  experts  also 
reached  new  low  levels  for  May  in  the  post-war  period,  as  did  exports  of 
dairy  products.    Fruit  exports  in  May,  while  below  those  of  the  2  preceding 
years,  were  in  line  with  those  of  other  recent  years  for  that  month.
